Thore recontly died at Rangoot an old China 
hand, unknown probably to most of the present 
generation but who in tho.carlier days pliyed aw 
aot inoonsiderable part in opening up trade, 
Tho Penang Gazette gives tho following acoount 
of the deceased gentleman’s life -— 

Captain Bowers wont to sea at the early ago 
of eleven years, sailing as an apprentice in ships 
trailing from the Clyde to tho Hast Indies and 

hina, and rose to command a vessel whon he was 

ineteon. years old. His last_command in. this 
trade were the tea clippors White Adder and 
Geclong, owned by Messrs. Willes and Sons, ‘of 
London. With this latter vessel ho once won 
the toa race, a thing of no small moment: in 
these days of sailing ships, and on one occasion 
he took her far up the Yavgtse Kiang to an 
jvland port where 10 British ship had 
peon. This feat called forth great praise from 
the Times, as demonstrating the safety with 
which trade. could bo carried'into tho intorior 
of Chins, During the years he was connected 
with Chins, Captain Bowers was interested ia 
hlre-firet=promation-of-saveral teal iol 
since developed into large and flourishing 
entorprises, but whose early days brought only 
loss to him. Those far back days woro stirring 
times in the Enst. Qn the ontbreak of the 
Mu'jny Captain Bowers’ vessel was in Caleutta 
and was employed as atransport. On the attack 
on Shanghai in 1862 Captain “Bowers sorved as 
a volanteer at the battle of Muddy Creek. In
